The subject diecuseod at the liiet meet-

custody of the orphans now a charge 
upon the county and as to whether or 
not they can be transferred to an asso- 
ciation styling itself 'The Freano Or- 
phans'Horna Association,' which asso- 
ciation desires to take cluirge of eaid 
orphans and care for them, ivts respect- 
fully bog lenvo to sttito that under BCC- 
timi 25 of tlio county government act of 
1803, sub-division 5 thereof, the gftnerftl 
power is conferred upon your honorable 
board 'to provide for the care and main- 
tenance of tlie indigent sick or other- 
wise Indigent poor of thu county, erect, 
officer, and maintain hospitals and poor- 
f'ousoa, in Iht'ir diporotinn thorefor, or 
otherwise provide for the same.' 


"We are of this opinion that thia pro- 


vi-ion confers upon the board a dis- 
cretionary power with regard to the 
manner of providing for euch indigent 
poor aa the persona herein referred to, 
and that if the board sees fit to conOde 
the care and custody of said orphans to 
thesitid association, it has Lhe full power 
to do so.

Kven Ueforoy the visitor reaches the

This packing yard ia nearly (our acers 


in extunt and ia situated in "the city of 
Fresno on tho railroad reservation,' on 
Front street, between Tuolumne ami 
Stanislaus. Just now tho packing yard 
ia a very busy place indeed, for trees are 
being shipped daily by carloads at tho 
switch, which runs clear up !.o the front 
of the yard, and as fast as :i thousand 
trees or BO are tied up, packed and 
jhippud, another thousand arrives from 
the nursery to take their pis •«. 


In order to nave the yoiinj: trees from 


damage through exposure and other 
causes, they are tied up in hurdles of 
ten as fast as they are roccivtxl from tho ' 
nursery.
